Care of Swine 


Comfortable Hogs Always Make the 
, Best Gains 


Farm animals must be comfortable 
in order that they do as well as pos- 
sible. This is especially true of swine, 
since no farm animal suffers as much 
from extremes of heat and cold as 
the hog. Most men prefer to feed 
hogs in the spring and falj, for they 
say~the hogs gain,more at these 
times on the same feed than duriuig 
summer and winter. This is perhaps 
in a. large measure truce only because 
they are more comfortable. 

L, A. Weaver, of the University of 
Missouri college of agriculture, men- 
tions some of the things which may 
be done to make fattening hogs 
comfortable, 


1, Provide adequate shade. If the. 


hog lot does not contain plenty of 
natural shade, then artificial shade 
should be supplied. Hog cots, made 
so as to have at least one removable 
side, would be good to use at this 
time, or shade may be made by sct- 
ting four ordinary fence posts “ so 
that they may be covered with 
planks or canvas. ; 
2. Provide plenty of pure drinking 
water. This may be clicaply and sat- 
isfactorily done with a barrel waterer 
if an adequate supply/cannot be had 
otherwise. Two or three pounds of 
water is stored in the animal’s body 
for every pound of muscle added, 
hence the necessity and economy of 
furnishing plenty of water to. drink, 
Most feeders realize the importance 
of supplying plenty of drinking wat- 
er, but-it oftentimes is an easy thing 
to neglect. Some think if they are 
feeding slop that enough: water is 
supplied. The water’in the slop, of 
course helps to supply the water re- 
quirements, but the hogs should have 
access to additional water, 

3. Keep pool or wallows | clean. 
Clean pools or wallows keep the hogs 
comfortable, permitting rapid and 
economic gains, This docs not mean 
however, that any kind of a wallow 
is good,- for water which is stagnant 
and filthy may keep the hogs cool, 
but.the evil results -froin, unsanitary 
conditions may more than  overbal- 
ance, the good derived from the pro- 
tectidn from heat. : 
4, Keep’hogs free from lice by dip- 
ping, spraying or by putting hog dip 
in wallows. 

5. Keep sleeping quarters free from 
dust, which irritates bronchial tubes, 
lungs and other organs, This may be 
done by spraying with-crude oil. No 
hog can thrive if it is contintally 
coughing and wheezing.

Defective chimneys are the great- 
est single source of fires. The in- 
vestigation being conducted by the 
commission of conservation discloses 
the fact that, for the year 1916, of 
the places reporting, no léss than 640 
fires were due to~ faulty chimneys, 
This is exclusive of fires resulting 
from dangerous stovepipes or chim- 
ney sparks, 

Before winter weathe1s necessitates 
pressure upon the heating apparatus, 
the ‘houscholder /should carefully in- 
spect all chimneys, as well as stove 
and furnace pipes, and have them 
put in good condition. Rarely, if 
ever, does the ocupant of a house 
make an examination of the chim- 
ney where.it passes through the at- 
tic. Yet, this portion of the build- 
ing is. probably the source of the 
great majority of fires which start 
from defective chimneys. Changes 
in weather conditions and vibration 
have a deleterious effect upon the 
mortar in the brickwork, causing it 
to disintegrate and Icaving openings 
through yin sparks may readily 
pass —-J.D.

and social boycott, and it is unlikely 
that when it is further recognized 
that much of the resentment of the 
world would disappear if. Germany 
were to transform. its,, autocratic 
monarchy into a repubfic or. limitea 
tnonarchy by dethroning. the Hohen- 
zollern dynasty, that:the business in- 
terests of Germany will find oppor- 
tunity to suggest in no unmeaning 
way that, as Germany. sacrificed  it-

Operations depends upon a number 
of factors, thé principal ones being 
(1) the purchase price; (2) \ the 
weight of the cattle when purchased; 
(3) the value of the feeds used; (4) 
the gain in weight made by the ani- 
mals, and (5) the length of the feed- 
ing period. The higher the purchase 
price, the heavier the steer when pur- 
chased, the cheaper the feeds, the 
greater the daily ~ gains, and the 
shorter the feeding period, the smal- 
ler the margir may be between the 
purchase price and the selling price 
of the cattle, without loss to the feed- 
er, ith a steer of poor quality and 
with high-priced feeds, the margin 
must of necessity be great, but with 
the best quality of steers and with 
cheap feeds the necessary margin 
may be very small,

Storing Potatoes 


Valuable Advice to’ Follow in Order 
to Save Loss 


“It is bad practice to store -pota- 
toes in large bins or pits,” ‘says Prof, 
William Stuart, of the U.S. depart- 
ment of agriculture. Not infrequent- 
y potatoes are piled to'a depth of 
ten to fifteen feet, the pile being cor- 
respondingly large in the other two 
dimensions,

Overheating from. all of these 
causes may be. avoided by making 
some provision for ventilating the 
pile.- This is most easily accomplish- 
ed: by. inserting divisiop walls at in- 
tervals throughout the pile. 

The division walls’ may consist of 
two-by-four uprights on the two-inch 
face of which are nailed 
eighths by four-inch strips of any 
desired length, leaving a one-inch 
space between each strip. This. gives 
a ventilated partition, which can be 
of any height and length desired. 

By placing these in an upright po- 
sition five or six feet, apart as the 
bin or ‘storage house is. being filled, 
good ventilation will be secured and 
an easy aventie of escape for both 
heat and moisture provided, It is 
poor policy to invite heavy storage 
losses by failure to provide the pro- 
per conditions, 

Where the crop is not large 
cnough to justify building a storage 
cellar or storage house, or where the 
grower is not financially able to 
make these investments, potatoes 
can be -carried -over successfully in 
pits, provided these pits are carefully 
made. '

‘*in the Hands of the Individual. 


The physical improvement of the 
people is a question very much to 
the fore in. these days, Health: con- 
ventions, all over the land, are being 
held and. our foremost medical men 
are discussing-the problem of disease 
prevention with scientific thorough- 
ness. The statement is freely made 
that a large percentage of the ordi- 
nary death rate in modern cominuni- 
ties is avoidable. A reasonable’ care 
about sensible living would increase 
the average human. life, . authoritics 
state, by not less. than fifteen years 
within a genetation, 

Dr. Hanen Emerson, health com- 
missioner, of New York, stated’ to aj’ 
clergym m of his acquaintance: 

“In tl conservation of human life 
men of’ science have gone about as 
far-as we can get.’ We, have made 
the facts.known; we have . shown 

people’ what shortens their lives and 
what will lengthen them. The mas- 
ses pretty generally know the truth 
nowadays. about the diseases that cut 
men off before they have lived out 
a normal term of ‘life—know how 
those discases are contracted and 
know how they can be avoided. What 
is left is a moral question—not a 
scientific question at all. It is the 
question whether men will do. as 
well as they know. Today they see 
clearly the results ahead if they fol- 
low disastrous habits, and yet they 
keep on with those habits just the 
same, What they need is not more 
knowledge or more warnings, What 
they need is character,’ backbone, 
will power—the qualities that carry 
knowledge into practice. The ¢x- 
tension of mén’s term of natural life 
lies with the church today ~much 
more than it does with the medical 
profession. It.is up to the church to 
take hold agd put*mto men ~some- 
thing that will make them willing 
and able to live as they know they 
ought to live.”—J> H. Hazlewood, 
Department of Social Service,
